F. B. Sanborn, of Massachusetts, 
after 
visiting 
seventy-five 
insane 
asylums in twenty different stales in 
the union, and ten asylums in the 
nations of Europe, comes forward 
with his testimony to the general 
good management and 
beneficent 
character of these institutions. 
In 
the Rutland Herald 
he expresses 
his opinion in regard to the general 
character of the asyluix.s as follows: 
I can say truly that an insane 
asylum, 
“ 
at best,” is one of the 
most 
beneficent 
places 
in 
the 
world; at mediocrity (which is the 
condition, of course, of more than 
half of them), it is a very 
useful 
charity, and for most of its inmates 
a comfortable home; and even in 
the worst, which in my expe*-ience 
are less than 5 per cent, of the 
whole 
number, 
more good 
than 
harm 
is 
com monly 
done. 
An 
asylum 
is 
a 
painful 
place, 
because 
there 
we 
see 
the 
sad spectacle of reason dethroned; 
but It cannot be described in any, 
save exceptional instances, as “ 
a 
place of horror.” 
I have seen a 
few in this lifetime or a generation 
(thirty-three years) which could be 
called— exceptionally, and for brief 
periods, “ 
dens of cruelty 
and cor 
ruption.” 
One or 
two of such I 
have been able to expose and re­ 
form— notably the 
Tewksbury in­ 
sane asylum, m 1876 
But experi­ 
ence 
has 
taught 
me 
that 
such 
abuses as were 
there 
brought to 
light, and those which, I must b e ­ 
lieve, took place at VVaterbury, are 
more frequenty the result of ignor­ 
ance and laziness 
than 
of either 
cruelty or corruption, 
in 
the or- 
dinarv sense of those terms.

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The Missouri Pacific Wins a 
Fight in the Highest Court. 


AN AMENDMENT VIOLATED 


Itfais of Interest Picked Up iicni Va- 
rioas Sources for the Beoetit of 
“ democrat” Readers. 


The supreme court of the United 
States, in an opinion by 
Justice 
G ray, 
lefused to grant the relief 
asked by the state of Nebraska in 
the case of that state against the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad company. 
The railroad com pany declined to 
allow the erection of an elevator on 
land belonging to that corporation, 
notwithstanding an order from the 
State Board of Transportation. 
It appeared that in this case the 
Farm ers’ 
alliance 
of 
Elmwood, 
Neb., 
had 
sought 
and were re- 
fased the privilege of 
erecting a 
grain elevator at the town of E lm ­ 
wood, and that upon this refusal 
the Board of Transportation issued 
an order requiring the com pany to 
grant the privilege. 
The 
Nebraska 
supreme 
court, 
when 
appealed 
to, 
rendered 
a 
decision adverse to the company, 
which took out a writ of error to 
the United States supreme court. 
Justice G ray, 
in the course of his 
opinion, said that the case involed 
no question of rates, but that, care­ 
fully analyzed, it appeared as a case 
in which a voluntary association of 
persons sought to secure for them­ 
selves certain privileges from the 
railroad com pany and 
to compel 
the donation of land for elevator 
purposes. 
H e dwelt upon the fact 
that the alliance was not a corpora­ 
tion but was a voluntary association 
of 
individuals. 
Undii* these cir­ 
cumstances, he said, ihe court was 
unanimously of the opinion that the 


proceeding was an attempt to take 
private 
property 
for 
private use 
without the process of law and in 
violation of the fourteenth amend­ 
ment to the const»tution.

000, but the large increase in a t­ 
tendance, with its resulting increase 
in income and the help of the rents 
from Hastings hall, which had just 
been finished at a cost of $243,000, 
warranted an increase of $500 to 
iifteen of the p rofessors, and four of 
the law school p rofessors were raised 
to $5,000,the highest salaried dep art­ 
ment in the university.

The students under an instructor 
do not regard him as a teacher—he 
is 
rather 
regarded as a, fellow- 
student, who has studied *ihe sub­ 
ject a little more thoroughly than 
the rest. 
His salary is usually 
under a 
thousand—much less Ihaii he could 
get outside, but the p recedence he 
gets by being, even in the smallest 
way, connected with Harvard, is 
really more to him than the sbelcols. 
Harvard runs close up to the wind 
on exp enses, and a coup le of thou­ 
sand dollars either way would turn 
the scales, and if a man can be ki^p t 
at Harvard up on $1,000 a year, 
the p resent regime is not one that 
will p ay him $4,500, and this is only 
one instance, and not the only one. 
Chicago university p ays her p ro­ 
fessors $8,000, but she could not got 
a single one of H arvard’s faculty to 
accep t an increase of $2,500, over 50 
p er cent. Not a man left the univer­ 
sity city. 
Forty-five hundred at Cambridge 
was to be p referred to seventy hun­ 
dred at Chicago, mainly because of 
the surroundings. 
Cambridge 
and

make up the greatest literary center 
in the new' world.
